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sand four hundred eighty-two dollars for the state public school ; 
and ten thousand three hundred sixty-four dollars and seventy-
nine cents for the administration of the state board of control. 

SECTION 2. There is appropriated from the general fund to 
the contingent fund of the Wisconsin state reformatory, eight 
hundred seventy-eight dollars and fifty-one cents, being a refund 
of money paid into the state treasury. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 219. 

AN ACT to amend section 96.36 and to create subsection (5) of 
section 96.34 of the statutes, relating to the state entomologist 
and to the entry of premises in the discharge of his duties. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 96.36 of the statutes is amended to read : 

96.36 All nurseries and all other places in which nursery stock 
is kept for sale in the state shall be inspe,cted at least once each 

*. year * *  
SECTION 2. A new subsection to section 96.34 is created to be 

numbered subsection (5) and to read : (96.34) (5) He shall 
have free access, within reasonable hours, to any field, orchard, 
garden, packing ground, building, cellar, freight or express office, 
warehouse, car, vessel, or other place, which it may be necessary 
or desirable for him to enter in performing his duties. - 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
